How Science Can Help Industry

This article is the first of a series on Industrial Research to be published in the Board of Trade 


Journal as an information service to industry. 


They should not be regarded as containing 


statements of Government policy. 


EADERS in all walks of life have recently been 

emphatic in saying that the use of science in 

industry is essential for the survival of this 
country. This it must be admitted is a bold claim, 
and as such it cannot be expected to carry conviction 
unless it is supported by facts to prove it. The 
object of this series of articles in the Board of Trade 
Journal is to provide these facts. In them recognized 
experts will show how research can assist the in- 
dustry concerned and where knowledge can be 
obtained. They should be of real value to a variety 
of industries. 

Wveryone can readily understand that the chemical 
and electrical industries depend on science for their 
future progress, but the part that science can play 
Traditional in many of our older traditional 
Ridustries industries is not nearly so clear 

and obvious. Yet, I am firmly of 
the opinion that there is hardly an industry in this 
country that cannot benefit by the application of 
the scientific method to its problems, and that we 
cannot hope to reduce our production costs, develop 
new processes and maintain our industrial efficiency 
without the help of science. 

For centuries men have spun and woven fabrics, 
worked wood, or mined and burned coal, until they 
have become so familiar with these processes and 
materials that the men using them have come to 
believe that they know all there is to be known about 
them. On the other hand electricity is something 
intangible and our knowledge of it depends 
almost entirely on what we can learn from scien- 
tific text-books and papers. The electric wire- 
man doing the simplest job must of necessity 
have some scientific knowledge and must be aware 


that science plays a large part in his industry. 

Nevertheless, we perhaps know more about elec- 
tricity than we do, say, about wood. Yet the 
scientific study of the structure of wood is essential 
Senngeaiie 8 a proper understanding of what 
Woods appens during seasoning, of methods 

for its preservation and for itg 
economic use and the operation of woodworking 
machinery. The utilization of timber to the best 
advantage is again immensely important to us as a 
nation because we have to import most of the timber 
we use. Besides its use in building and constructional 
engineering it is the chief material of the furniture 
industry. I am convinced that through the applica- 
tion of science to the production of such things as 
adhesives and veneers we can build ** composite 
woods ’’ and plywoods which can be used in making 
furniture, at economic prices, which will equal in 
appearance and be as robust as the most expensive 
furniture built in the past from carefully selected 
natural timber. 

Everybody can see the place of the scientist in 
tailoring molecules to produce new fibres in the 
laboratory, such as nylon, but there is just as much 
Natural ag for the scientist in studying 
Fibres e way nature has herself ordered 

the molecules in the old natural 
fibres such as cotton, wool and silk. The position 
of the scientist is that the more he knows of the 
fundamental structure of the fibre the more he 
can help the manufacturer to spin and weave it into 
the perfect fabric. 

The fibres used in making a carpet, for example 
must stand up to heavy wear and be coloured by 
dyes which are permanent and fast to light. It ig 
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no doubt true that the Persians knew how to make carpets 
of this kind, but their traditional methods are inapplicable 
to mass production, and the best way, therefore, to make a 
perfect carpet under modern conditions is to know all about 
the fibres and the dyestuffs used and the effects that they 
are likely to have upon each other. 

Let us take another example from the wool industry 
which illustrates how research undertaken to solve one 
particular problem may lead on to benefits in unlooked 
for directions. Wool has the property of felting. This 
is its great advantage, but it is also a serious disadvantage 
in some cases, since it is this felting of woollen garments 
which leads to shrinkage in washing. Research has 
found a method of preventing the shrinkage but the dis- 
covery did not end there. Not only were the wool fibres 
rendered practically unfeltable, but by a further process 
they were made soft and glossy like silk, suitable for silk- 
like underwear and attractive soft dress fabrics. But the 
story does not end even there, for it was found that treated 
in this way wool made an excellent filling for cushions and 
quilts that could be washed with the filling still inside 
them without any deterioration whatsoever. 


Team Work by Experts 


Results such as these have been brought about by the 
application of physics, chemistry, and sometimes biology 
to the study of the materials of manufacture. These, 
with mathematics, are the main branches of science and 
all can play a part in the improvement of consumer goods. 
That is why some of the greatest recent industrial develop- 
ments, such as creaseless cotton, have been due to teams of 
workers consisting of experts in all these branches of 
science. 

There is no difference between a scientist and any 
other technical man in industry, except that the scientist 
expresses his results in terms which are in fact a form 
of shorthand. Industries, too, have their own technical 
languages, and therefore interpreters are often necessary 
if both sides are to understand each other completely. 
Unfortunately science has in recent years tended to become 
more and more specialized, but, once this difficulty of 
language has been overcome, there is no reason whatever 
why industry and science should not work together in 
perfect partnership. ' 


Pioneers of Development 

It has been in comparatively recent times only that 
science has come to be regarded as something alien to 
our traditional industries. If we look back over our 
history we find many men of science among their founders. 
Sir Josiah Wedgwood, the founder of the modern pottery 
industry, was a Fellow of the Royal Society and con- 
tributed papers on the effect of heat on clay. In fact, we 
find that the pioneers of the industrial development of 
Great Britain were men—even if they did not claim to be 
scientists themselves—who almost all had a boundless 
enthusiasm for science and a keen sympathy with scientists. 
Nevertheless, research was in those days very much an 
affair of the individual and the link between science and 
industry was often haphazard. Indeed, for a generation 
or so before the first world war, these links became very 
loose indeed. It was then that we allowed our competitors 
in America and Germany to outstrip us in many 
directions. 

For example, we failed to follow up Perkin’s discovery 
of coal tar dyes, and permitted Germany to develop a 
huge chemical industry besides gaining a lead in the 
scientific instrument industry. In fact, this divorce 
between science and industry cost us dearly in the first 
world war and might well have led to our losing it. It 
was the realization of this that led the Government of the 
day to take steps to bring science and industry closer 
together. This led to the formation in 1916 of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, especially 
charged with the task of encouraging the habitual applica- 
tion of science in industry. 

The Department has discharged this task by setting up 
Research Establishments under its own control in fields, 
such as fuel and building, where the results are important 
to the community as a whole, and by encouraging the 
formation of self-governing co-operative industrial re- 
search establishments in particular industries. In the 
period between the wars the Department was steadily 
succeeding in making industry more research-minded and 
more ready to use the scientific method in tackling its 
day-to-day problems; but it has undoubtedly been 
the part which science played in the second world war 
which has brought about the almost universal realization 
of the importance of establishing the closest partnership 
between science and industry. 
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The Cabinet Minister responsible for the D.S.I.R. is 
the Lord President of the Council, and he is advised by an 
Advisory Council to which all proposals for research are 
referred for report and recommendation. This Council 
is composed partly of eminent scientists and partly of 
leading industrialists, and the great influence it exercises 
depends on the fact that its members are selected by the 
Lord President as individuals and not as representatives 
of particular interests or organizations. In the same way 
the Directors of Research of all the different organizations 
are advised by Boards, similarly composed of independent 
scientists and industrialists, representative of the branches 
of science and the industries concerned with the work 
in hand. Thus the Department’s research work is kept 
in constant touch with the needs and problems of industry. 


Research Associations 


The Research Association movement also is of the 
highest value to industry. There are now thirty-five 
of these associations, representing a wide range of in- 
dustries such as cotton, wool, rayon, boots and shoes, 
electrical, hat and allied feltmakers, and so on. They 
are completely identified with the industry concerned, 
determining their own lines of research and the results 
are the property of their members. The subscriptions 
required for membership are very modest, being in the 
case of small firms, much less than the yearly salary of an 
office boy, and yet entitling member firms to participate 
in results worth many thousands of pounds. 

The results of Government research quite properly 
are published in a manner that should reach the largest 
number possible of firms likely to be interested. In 
consequence not only is the knowledge made available in 
this country, but wide-awake competitors overseas can 
also make use of it. For example, recently a valuable 
report on the fireproofing of fabrics was published by 
the Department and was reviewed in the technical press 
of this country. A considerable number of requests for 
copies has reached H.M. Stationery Office from the United 
States. It is thus of importance that firms should always 
be ready to take immediate advantage of the contents of 
such publications. 


Knowledge Available for All 


The D.S.I.R. research establishments have collected 
a vast store of knowledge, which is available to anyone 
who cares to ask for it. The thirty-five industrial Research 
Associations have also accumulated a great deal of know- 
ledge. All these organizations run excellent information 
services, but it is sometimes difficult for a firm with a 
particular problem to know where to turn for a solution. 
In the Headquarters of the Department we have, therefore, 
set up an Intelligence Division, one of whose special tasks 
is to guide the man with a problem to the man best qualified 
to solve it. We believe that many of the problems which 
face industry cannot be satisfactorily answered from 
a card index or often even by the written word. For 
effective collaboration, the scientist and the industrialist 
must somehow or other be brought into personal contact. 
That is what the Intelligence Division sets out to do. 

During its existence the Department has contributed 
to the evolution of a flexible and efficient organizatio. 
by which Government can assist industry in solving its 
essential problems. As a result many facilities are avail- 
able in this country to firms, whether large or small, 
for obtaining the scientific help and advice they need. 

May I in conclusion extend a cordial invitation to 
anyone who wishes to know more about these facilities 
to come and discuss his problems with us.

Cost-of-Living Index Figures 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service announce 
that at May 1 the official cost-of-living index figure was 
103 points above the level of July 1914, showing no change 
as compared with April 1. The index of food prices was 
62 points above the level of July 1914, us compared with 
68 points at April 1. 

During April there was a substantial rise in the retail 
prices of tobacco and cigarettes, as a result of the additional 
duties provided for in the Budget, and there were increases 
in inclusive rents in many areas due to higher rates. These 
increases were counterbalanced by reductions of 1d. per 
lb..in the price of sugar, 2d. per Ib. in the price of butter, 
and one farthing each in the prices of eggs.

U.S. Sample Garments for Leeds 

The sample garments of American manufacture brought 
by the Working Party for the Heavy Clothing Industry 
from the U.S.A., which have been available for inspection 
recently in London and Manchester, are to be showa in 
Leeds next week. 

It will be recalled that the garments were obtained by 
the Working Party for the purpose of comparing British 
and American production. The samples, 
numbering 26, include specimens of men’s suits, women’s

suits, men’s raincoats, women’s coats, men’s and boys’ 
shirts and industrial overalls of various types. Some of the 


suits have been partially dissected to show the methods of 


making employed.

Licences to Manufacture School 
Furniture 


In connection with the raising of the school leaving 
age the Board of rade have made an Order* bringing 
under the provisions of the Furniture (Control of Manu- 
facture and Supply) Order, 1946f, 
as amended by subsequent Ordert all types of furniture 
commonly used in schools. Firms wishing to manufacture 
and supply furniture of this type from any material should 
therefore apply for a licence to the Board of Trade, In- 
dustries and Manufactures Department, Division 2B, 
Neville House, Page Street, London, S.W.1. 

The Order*, which came into force on May 30, 1947, 
also removes the control on the manufacture and supply 
of firescreens containing not more than 10 per cent. by 
weight of metal.

F fk Board of Trade are issuing new Directions* 
coming into operation on June 2, 1947, which bring 
into force Lists Nos. 3 and 4 of Amendments and 

Additions to Schedule H’'T of Utility Non-Wool Household 

Textiles. 

List No. 3 includes : 

(a) four new Scottish linen tea towels, a new Scottish 

linen glass cloth and Scottish linen kitchen cloth, and 

(b) higher ceiling prices for all Scottish Utility linen 

goods, two Northern Irish union tickings, two Lanea- 
shire cotton table cloths and one spun rayon backing 
fabric. 

List No. 4 ineludes higher ceiling prices for all Utility 
cotton sheets, pillow cases, towels, blankets, tickings and 
quilt cloths due to the removal of the subsidy from Utility 
household textiles which was announced in the House of 
Commons on May 23. The specification, numbers of the 
unsubsidised cloths will bear a suffix : /617.

[Increased Laundry Charges 


TWN Board of Trade, afler consultation with the 
Central Price Regulation Committee, have made an 
Order which amends the Laundry (Maximum Charges) 

(No. 2) Order 1946, as amended, (S.R. & O. 1946 No. 1330 

and 1947 No. 21). 

It substitutes a new Schedule of charges for ordinary 
civilian work, which gives effect to the following inereases. 

It raises the permitted increase over pre-war charges 
by one penny and three farthings in the shilling (14-58 per 
coeit.) in the Sheffield and Huddersfield area ; by two pence 
i: the shilling 16% per cent.) in the Gloucester, Leicester, 
Hampshire and Welsh 
fsething in the shilling (18-74 per 
and Norfolk Areas; by two pence and one half-penny 
in the shilling (20% per cent.) in the Oxfordshire, South 
Mast Midland and Wilts and Dorset Areas; and by one 
penny and one half-penny in the shilling 124 per cent.)

Committee to Consider Future 
Timber Requirements 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed a 
Committee under the chairmanship of Sir Keith Price to 
consider and report upon the probabie requirements of 
timber (other than mining timber) and plywood in the 
United Kingdom during the five-year period commencing 
i949 and the supplies likely to be available. This problem 
was referred to in the Report of the Furniture Working 
Party. The membership of the Committee includes repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Trade, Ministry of Ifeaith, 
Ministry of Works and other interested Departments, 
together with an independent economist and representatives 
of the timber trade and the lealing timber consuming 
industries.

URTHER figures in 
Bawppiies of consumer goods to the home market given 

in the accompanying table relate to the month of 
March or to longer periods ending during the first quarter 
of 1947. These are in continuation of the series published 
under the above heading in the Board of Trade Journal 
for May 3 last, where space was left in the various tables 
for their insertion. 

The information so far available shows that supplies of 
consumer goods in March recovered considerably from the 
effects of the coal shortage and severe weather, although 
in many cases there is still some leeway to be made up before 
supplies will return to their previous level. A comparison 
of the average rates of supply for the more important 
items in the first quarter of 1947 with those for the fourth 
quarter of 1946 gives the following results :—

Footwear 

Supplies of leather and fabric footwear in March when 
adjusted for the number of working days in the month were 
double those in February, within 1 per cent. of those in 
January and equal to the average for October to December 
1946. Supplies of rubber footwear, too, recovered from 
the low level of February, but were 12 per cent. below the 
high average of October to December. 


Cloth 


Recovery in cloth supplies has been more gradual. 
March supplies of wool cloth were 9 per cent. better than 
in February, but 36 per cent. below the January peak 
figure and 26 per cent. below the average for the fourth 
quarter, 1946. Figures for non-wool cloth were somewhat 
better, being 14 per cent. higher than in February, 29 per 
cent. lower than in January and 21 per cent. below the 
fourth quarter average. 


Bedding 

In February and March, supplies of mattresses and of 
bolsters and pillows were 28 per cent. lower than in the 
previous two months, while those of quilts fell by one-third. 


Floor Coverings 

The total square yardage of all types of floor coverings 
supplied to the home market in the three months December 
1946 to February 1947 was 11 per cent. below that for the 
previous 3 months; this exaggerates the fall in supplies, 
however, since the 3 months September to November was 
a period of uninterrupted maximum production, while 
for the later period two of the three months (December and 
February) had fewer working days irrespective of any 
stoppage due to fuel shortage or bad weather. 


Prams, etc. 

The switch already begun from the production of push 
chairs to that of prams and folders was continued in March, 
Supplies of the latter were 60 per cent. higher than in 
February, but 7 per cent. below the January peak. 


Domestic Pottery 

The index for supplies of domestic pottery for the first 
quarter, 1947, showed a fall of 28 per cent. compared with 
the previous quarter and of 14 per cent. compared with a 
year ago. 


Hollow-ware 


The index of supplies of hollow-ware for the three months 
January to March was 7 per cent. lower than that for 
October to December and 6 per cent. higher than a year ago.

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Changes in Export 


HANGES in export licensing control are made by a 
new Board of Trade Order which comes into operation 
on June 9, 1947. Among the goods which will not 
require export licences as from that date are certain varieties 
of fresh and salted fish, vegetable adhesives, sulphur, mica, 
well-drilling machinery and a number of chemicals.

The heading relating to distempers, etc., has been amended 
to exclude :—

Distempers, paints, etc., of this type may therefore 
be exported without licence in future. 

The heading relating to driers has been amended to 
exclude :—

These may accordingly be exported without 
licence in future so far as this heading is 
concerned. 

The heading ‘‘ Pigments in oil or other medium 
whether in paste or liquid form” is now

The main effect of this amendment is to free pigments 
not included in the Export Control Schedule in a medium 
such as water from export licensing control. 





Furnaces and Forges for 
Disposal 


HE Ministry of Supply has for disposal an electric 

vertical type furnace designed primarily for low 

temperature heat treatment of four-inch gun tubes 
(three at once) having maximum dimensions of 14 inch 
diameter by 20 ft. long and weighing 2} tons each. The 
dimensions of the heating chamber are 21} ft. long by 
34 ft. diameter, and the temperature range is 350 degrees 
to 450 degrees. The time taken to heat charge from cold to 
400 degrees Centigrade is 8} hours. The rating is 100 k.w. 
controlled in three zones to form a balanced load on an A.C. 
supply, 380 volt, 3-phase, 50 cycles. The plant, which is 
complete with safety devices, transformer, automatic 
temperature control, recording instruments, switchgear and 
circuit breaker, is in an unused condition. 

A zine melting furnace is also available for disposal. 
This is of a gas fired type (maximum temperature 1,000 
degrees Centigrade) and is complete with nickel chrome 
tilting pot, Foster recording instrument, thermo coupler, 
compensating leads and gas and air valves. The pot 
capacity is one ton. The plant, which is in an unused 
condition, has an overall size of 7 ft. by 7 ft. by 10 ft. high 
and the approximate weight is six tons.

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Questions Asked and Answered in 
Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


TUESDAY MAY 20 


Wool Stocks 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
stated that stocks of wool in the United Kingdom on 
January 1, 1945, and January 1, 1947, were 728 million Ib. 
and 649 million lb., greasy weight, respectively. Stocks 
at January 1,1939, were not known, but at the outbreak of 
war they were about 550 million Ib. 


Production of Prams and Cots 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Belcher, said that 572,000 prams and bed folders were 
produced in this country in 1938, but no information was 
available about the number of cots produced in that year. 
Production in 1946 was 563,000 prams and bed folders 
and 224,000 Utility cots, plus a small number of non- 
Utility cots. It was not possible to estimate the production 
of cots in 1947 until it could be seen more clearly what raw 
materials would be available. 

It was a fair assumption that there would be about a 
million live births in 1947 compared with 952,000 in 1946. 
Not every child, however, would require a new pram or cot. 


Accommodation for Visitors in Large Towns 

Asked what had been the result of his discussions with 
regard to the present difficulty of obtaining hotel accom- 
modation in the London area and in other main centres of 
the country, Mr. Belcher replied that he was in close 
touch with the British Tourist and Holidays Board, who 
were having discussions with the interests concerned. 
The Minister of Works had made substantial progress 
with the de-requisitioning and rehabilitation of hotels in 
all parts of the country and this, together with the help 
with equipment given to some 5,000 establishments under 
the scheme announced in December last year, will 
assist in providing accommodation during the current 
year. 


International Timber Conference 

Asked what were the prospects of increased timber 
supplies for this country arising from the recent Inter- 
national Timber Conference in Czechoslovakia; and 
whether he would make a statement on the world timber 
position as revealed at this Conference, Mr. Belcher replied 
that this Conference examined both the short term and 
the longer term situation of the countries of the European 
area. It confirmed the very substantial gap between the 
import requirements of these countries and the supplies 
which were available for them whether from within Europe 
or from overseas, and that a deficiency was likely in present 
conditions to continue over a number of years. With 
particular regard to the short term, the Conference made 
recommendations designed to strengthen the hands of the 
Economic Commission for Europe in securing the increase 
of supplies and their satisfactory distribution. In _ par- 
ticular it recommended that countries which were able 
should increase their production of sawn softwood by 
10 per cent. during the next two years, recognising that 
outside assistance might be necessary to enable this to be 
achieved in some cases. Measures were also examined for 
restoring and improving the forest resources of Europe after 
the devastation of the war period. Mr. Belcher said he 
trusted that as a result of the Conference the supplies of 
timber available to Europe would be increased and this 
country would of course share in the improvement. 


Empire Exhibits at B.I.F. 

Asked under what conditions exhibits from the Empire 
were allowed into this country for display purposes on the 
stands at the British Industries Fair. Mr. Belcher replied 
that in accordance with past practice, a very small alloca- 
tion of space was made at the British Industries Fair in 
1947 to Dominion and Colonial Governments to display the 
products of their countries, but the primary purpose and 
the major proportion of available space was devoted to 
United Kingdom goods for export. 

Such Empire exhibits as it was necessary to bring 
specially to this country for exhibition at the British 
Industries Fair in 1947 were allowed entry on an under- 


taking that the goods were for exhibition only and not for 
sale in the United Kingdom. 


Dressings for Leather 

Asked if he was aware of the unsuitable nature of the 
low-grade E. 1 Kips for dressing into smooth leather, 
and what was the reason for buying the low-grade hides 
in such large proportion compared to the better quality 
suitable for smooth leather dressing, Mr. Belcher said that 
discussions were in progress with a view to adjusting the 
buying prices in order to improve the selection of tanned 
kips. 


Retail Margins 

Mr. Belcher said that the enquiry into retail margins for 
footwear which was begun some months ago was suspended 
until some estimates could be made of the effects of the 
fuel crisis on turnover during 1947. No specific reductions 
in the margins were proposed. The discussions would 
shortly be resumed. 


Yarn for Healds 

Mr. Belcher stated that new allocations of cotton yarn 
for export purposes had been suspended at present in view 
of heavy arrears of production in the cotton industry. 
He said he was mindful, however, of the particular need of 
manufacturers of healds and was taking steps which, 
he hoped, would ensure that continuity of production for 
export was maintained. 


THURSDAY MAY 22

Exports of Machinery 

The President stated that the total value of exports of 
bakers’ and confectioners’ machinery (including machinery 
for sweet making) in January and February 1947 was 
£127,000, of which about £30,000 went to hard currency 
countries, £78,000 to the sterling area, and £19,000 to other 
countries. 


Carbon Black Committee 
The Inter-Departmental Committee on Carbon Black had 
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held seventeen formal meetings, stated the President. 
Sir Charles Bruce-Gardner had kindly consented to continue 
as chairman. The Committee had presented an interim 
report which showed that it had assembled much valuable 
information, that a great deal of exploratory work had been 
done, and that plans for the production of carbon black in 
this country were being explored. 


Steel Shortage Affects Pram Output 

The President said that the main bottleneck at present 
in the output of perambulators was the shortage of steel, 
and he was hopeful that more steel might be obtainable 
for this purpose. 


Export of Electrical Generators 

The President said that the value of electrical generators 
of more than 200 kw. capacity exported during January, 
February, March and April 1947 totalled respectively 
£102,212, £437,241, £166,524 and £692,239. 

It would not be practicable to divert current export 
orders to home use, but arrangements had been made to 
give preference to orders for home power plants. 


Mining Machinery Production 

Factory building projects for the production of mining 
machinery had been approved in the North Eastern, West 
Cumberland, South Lancashire and Scottish Development 
Areas it was stated. The project in the North Eastern 
Area comprised three extensions to an existing factory, 
two of which had been completed. The projects in the 
West Cumberland and Scottish Areas were at present under 
construction. Work had not yet started on the project in 
the South Lancashire Area. 

The President also added that projects for the manufacture 
or repair of opencast mining equipment were located at 
Cardiff and Aberdare. They consisted of two extensions 
to an existing factory and a new factory at Cardiff and the 
allocation of a section of a Government-owned factory at 
Aberdare. Preliminary work on a small scale had started 
in the section of the Government factory. 
the new factory and the two extensions had not yet com- 
When in full production these schemes could 
give additional employment to about 


menced. 
be expected to 
150 men. 

A factory at Rhymney had been made available for the 
production of mining machinery. The factory had an area 
of 40,000 square feet. The factory was in production and 
at the end of March 1947 was employing 157 men. When 
in full production, it should employ about 300 men. . 


Cellulose Film Production 

The President said that cellulose film production had 
been substantially increased since the end of the war in 
order to develop our export trade, and the quantity exported 
in 1946 was 4,900 tons and, in the first quarter of 1947, 
1,500 tons. Up to 40 per cent. of the total production was 
available for home requirements, but, in view of the need 
to encourage this valuable export, he said he would not be 
prepared to increase this. 


Whisky Supplies 

The President stated he was aware that the agreement 
reached with the Scotch Whisky Association to increase 
exports of Scotch whisky would reduce the supplies avail- 
able at’ home, and he was informed the Association were 
endeavouring to secure the most equitable distribution 
possible of these supplies. It would be administratively 
impracticable to make special provisions for tourists as 
had been suggested. 

He added that there would be no means of ensuring that 
whisky diverted to Bermuda from the United States or other 
hard currency destinations would be consumed exclusively 
by Americans. 


Printing Plants in Germany 

Asked whether he was aware that large printing plants 
suitable for book production were standing idle in Germany ; 
and if he would take steps to enable these to be utilized 
to ease the book-production difficulties in this country, the 
President replied that owing to scarcity of fuel, paper, and 
other necessary supplies, printing and binding plant in the 
British Zone of Germany might well be idle at present. 
Import licences would be given to firms in this country 
willing and able to buy such machinery if it was suitable 
for use here. It was also open to firms to find out whether 
the plant could be used in Germany for printing, or for 
binding printed matter sent there for the purpose. They 
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would, of course, have to assure themselves that the 
necessary supplies of paper, binding cloth, etc., were avail- 
able. 


Development Area in Midlothian 

Asked what steps the Government had taken to put into 
practice its plans for the location of light industries in the 
development area of the County of Midlothian, the President 
replied that the employment needs of the district referred 
to were being met by industrial developments approved for 
Bathgate, Broxburn and Linlithgow. In addition, the 
district supplied a substantial volume of labour to Edinburgh 
which was within fairly easy daily travelling distance. 


National Softwood Brokers 

The President stated that the main functions of the 
National Softwood Brokers Limited were :— 

(a) to handle in trust for the Timber Control all imported 

softwood until its disposal to merchants ; 

(b) to act as del credere selling agents to merchants for the 

Control ; 

(c) to arrange storage for goods not sold ex ship ; and 

(d) to make necessary disbursements and collect sales, 

proceeds, etc., on behalf of the Control. 

The current remuneration was at the rate of £177,000 a 
year for expenses (based on ascertained expenses during the 
previous year) and management plus del credere expenses 
which would depend on turnover. Allocations of softwood 
to merchants were made by the Timber Control, and the 
Company was responsible for the detailed arrangements 
necessary to implement the allocations made by the Control. 


Sales to United States Army 

Sales to the United States Army PX Department in 
Europe already paid for now totalled approximately 
900,000 dollars, and orders in hand were over 200,000 dol- 
lars, said the President. 

He was fully aware of the value of this source of dollar 
earnings and the Board of Trade was maintaining close 
contact with the London Procurement Officer of the PX 
Department to whom all possible assistance was being 
given in obtaining supplies from this country. Prospects 
of expanding this trade depended mainly on the availability 
of goods.

The President was asked to give the areas that were 
being considered for factory sites in the development areas, 
indicating how much land was being taken from agricultural 
production and recreation and what number of houses 
would be required to accommodate the workers in each of the 
county districts. He replied that the information asked 
for was only available in respect of sites for factories to be 
built by the Government under the provisions of the 
Distribution of Industry Act, 1945. The area of land 
under consideration, or already acquired, for this purpose 
in the Development Areas was set out in the following 
table :

Since one of the primary aims of the Government’s 
distribution of industry policy was to establish industry 
in areas where labour was already available, special steps 
to provide houses to accommodate workers required for 
these factories were not normally necessary.

HE steady progress of the release of German Industrial 

Reports for publication is being maintained and 

with the 14 listed below the total now available is 
2,073. A further five reports on Japanese Industry 
received from Washington are also available making a 
total of 41. 

Reports on German Industry are prepared by Allied 
Industrialists (mainly British and American) who were 
sent to Germany under the auspices first of the Combined 
Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee and subsequently 
of the British Intelligence Objectives Sub-Committee and 
its American counterpart, the Field Information Agency 
Technical. 

Reports on Japanese Industry so far received are almost 
exclusively from American sources and are in most cases 
compiled by teams of United States Service Personnel, 
and readers are reminded that many of these reports are 
of a preliminary nature and do not go into great detail. 

It is important that industrialists should realize that 
although no invention made in Germany or Japan during 
the period between September 3, 1938, and December 31, 
1945, can become the subject of a valid British patent, 
nevertheless some of the information gathered in Germany 
or Japan may be covered by valid patents or patent 
applications in the United Kingdom. In order to avoid 





infringing patent rights, therefore, firms interested in 
exploiting any particular item are advised to investigate 
the patents position in the United Kingdom before going 
into production. Similar investigations are also desirable 
before exports are made to any particular country abroad.

There was a rise of 5 points (2 per cent.) between March 
and April in the import price index, this being the largest 
increase since last October. Prices of imports of food, 
drink and tobacco have been rising less rapidly than those 
for raw materials and manufactures, and the rise of 3 points 
(1 per cent.) in April was much the smallest of the three 
classes. Raw materials were 8 points (3 per cent.) higher, 
partly due to increased prices of oil seeds and nuts and 
unrefined oils. The upward movement of manufactured 
articles continued, the rise in April being 7 points (34 per 
cent.). 

Prices of United Kingdom exports, after rising sharply 
in February and March, were only 1 point (4 per cent.) 
higher in April. Among manufactured articles there was a 
further rise of 4 points (2 per cent.) for miscellaneous manu- 
factures, while the index for textiles, which in the two 
previous months had shown sharp increases, rose by 
3 points (1 per cent.); prices of metal goods were sub- 
stantially the same. The index number for raw materials 
has been unchanged since the beginning of the year, but 
prices of food, drink and tobacco, which had been rising, 
were practically the same in April as in March.

Import of Continental Beer: In accordance with the an- 
nouncement made in the House of Commons by the 
Minister of Food on March 24, 1947, arrangements have been 
made for the importation of beer under individual licence 
from Continental countries. 

The maximum gravity permitted will be 1036 degrees 
(before fermentation). 

Importation will not be confined to pre-war importers 
and there will be no restriction on quantities. 

Applications for licences to import should be made on 
Form ILD/A to the Import Licensing Department, Board 
of Trade, 189 Regent Street, London, W.1. 

Re-exports of these beers will not be permitted except 
for ships’ and aircraft stores. Importation for such re- 
exports will not be restricted to a maximum gravity of 
1036 degrees and separate applications for import licences 
should be submitted. 

The beer will be subject to the provisions of the Labelling 
of Food Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946, No. 2169), and the 
Meals in Establishments Order, 1946 (S.R. & O. 1946, No. 
1132, as amended by S.R. & O. 1946, No. 1390).

Import of Fresh Mackerel from Norway: The Minister of 
Food announces that arrangements have been made for 
the trade to import from Norway 300 tons of fresh mackerel 
before June 15, 1947. Trade will not be confined to pre-war 
traders in this variety and the importation is covered by 
open general licence. Specific import licences are, therefore, 
not required, but import duty will be payable at the general 
rate for fresh fish, viz., 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

The price of fresh mackerel is controlled by the Fish 
(Control and Maximum Prices) Order, 1946, as amended.

Extension of Import Period for New Potatoes: The 
Minister of Food announces in agreement with the Board of 
Trade, that the period of importation under licence of new 
potatoes from any source has been further extended to 
June 15, 1947.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Code of Procedure in Inspection of Copper-Base Alloy 
Sand Castings (B.S. No. 1367-1947): The publication of the 
Code of procedure by the British Standards Institution 
represents an interesting and important development. 

The need for guidance in the difficult and somewhat 
controversial subject of the inspection of castings has been 
appreciated for some considerable time. Certain trends 
in current practice have now become sufficiently established 
to justify the formulation of a British Standard Code of 
Procedure, but the empirical nature of the recommenda- 
tions is recognized throughout the document. The field 
of experience covered by the organizations co-operating 
in the preparation of the code, and the usual wide circulation 
of the draft for comment in accordance with the established 
policy of the B.S.I., ensure that the resulting procedure 
reflects the best current practice from the point of view of 
both the foundry and the inspecting authority. 

In the words of the foreword it is the purpose of the 
code ‘‘ to indicate procedures which will give the maximum 
possible information on the properties of sand castings 
with reasonable expenditure of materials, time and labour, 
and to standardize inspection procedure in order to 
facilitate industrial inspection and ultimately to assist 
both the designer and founder in improving the quality 
of castings.” 

Attention is drawn to the necessity of close co-operation 
between the designer and the founder at all stages, and it is 
emphasized that this co-operation, particularly in the 
early stages, can greatly facilitate the work of both parties. 

Castings are classified according to the service they 
have to perform, and methods of inspection are recommended 
for each class. The methods recommended for the in- 
spection of material cover chemical analyses and mechanical] 
tests. Tables are given in this section relating the number 
of chemical analyses to the number of foundry casts, and 
the number of mechanical tests to the weight of castings. 
Inspection methods for castings are outlined together with 
the procedures recommended for destructive and non- 
destructive tests, the former including a table suggesting 
a suitable scheme for the number of destructive tests to 
be carried out on production castings. 

Appendices give the dimensions of recommended standard 
forms of test bars and of the standard test piece for cast 
material. The code recommends that the wedge test bar 
should be adopted as the tentative standard for copper- 
base alloy castings. This recommendation is based on 
tests carried out on five different alloys, in which the 
results obtained from several types of test bar were com- 
pared. Details of these investigations were first published 
in a paper by F. Hudson (The Foundry Trade Journal, 
June 20, 1946.) It is appreciated, however, that some 
difficulty may be experienced in meeting the specification 
requirements for certain materials using this form of test 
bar, and in these cases an alternative test bar cast to shape 
is recommended. 

It is hoped that the code will be widely accepted and that 
with appropriate modifications its sphere of usefulness 
will extend beyond the range of materials for which it was 
initially designed. 

The publication of this British Standard is of particular 
interest in view of the preparation by the committee 
responsible for the code of a comprehensive schedule of 
copper alloy ingots and castings to cover the needs of 
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industry generally. It is hoped that this will be available 
within two or three months.

Ships’ Side Scuttles: The revision of B.S.3024—Ships’ 
Side Scuttles, has just been published by the British 
Standards Institution. B.S.3024 was first issued in 1926, 
forming one of a series of specifications for ships’ fittings 
and ships’ machinery details. 

In 1929 an International Convention, assembled in 
London, drew up provisions for promoting the safety of 
life at sea, these including the subject of side scuttles. 
The regulations of this Convention were adopted by the 
British Government and embodied in the Merchant Shipping 
(Safety and Loadline Conventions) Act of 1932, the Act 
coming into force on January 1, 1933. 

Consequent upon this Act the Board of Trade issued 
Statutory Rules and Orders 1932, No. 96, ‘‘ Merchant 
Shipping, Safety Loadline,” and Supplement No. 2 to the 
1928 edition of the Instructions as to the Survey of Pas- 
senger Steamships, this supplement embodying the neces- 
sary modifications with respect to side scuttles. 

In these matters the Ministry of Transport now carry 
out the duties previously performed by the Board of Trade 
and Supplement No. 2 referred to has been embodied in 
the reprint of the Instructions as to the Survey of Pas- 
senger Steamships, issued by the Ministry of Transport 
in 1942. 

By reason of these the designs included in B.S.3024 have 
become unsuitable and the revision has been made in the 
light of the later requirements. 

In addition to this the large number of dimensional 
details has been considerably reduced, sufficient being 
retained to ensure a reliable design of side scuttles, and the 
specification has been extended to include the necessary 
requirements for materials and testing. General require- 
ments with respect to workmanship are also included, 
although, in so far as passenger ships registered in the 
United Kingdom are concerned, the side scuttles have to 
be constructed to the satisfaction of a Ministry of Transport 
marine surveyor.

Dimensions of Aerated Concrete Building Blocks : 
Aerated concrete has not been developed as widely in this 
country. as it has been abroad, but its use here is likely fo be 
extended in the near future. This British Standard has 
been prepared to ensure that aerated concrete blocks would 
be manufactured in uniform size compatible with other 
standard building units. 

The British Standard (B.S. 1364) defines the nature of 
the material covered by the specification and the dimensions 
of the standard blocks, together with the permitted 
tolerances. No quality clauses are included at this stage, 
but these will be added as soon as test data is available 
from general production in this country.

Methods of Testing for Vitreous Enamel Finishes : 
British Standards have just been published for defining 
acid-resistant and alkali-resistant enamels and for standard 
methods of testing vitreous enamel finishes. 

For some time it has been recognised in connection 
with vitreous enamel finishes that in order to maintain 
quality and uniformity standard methods for assessing 
their value were essential. The need became imperative 
during the work of the Institution in connection with the 
development of standards for domestic appliances and 
articles for the Ministry of Works building programme, and 
in 1944 a technical committee was formed to deal with the 
matter. 

This committee, which has actively collaborated with the 
Institute of Vitreous Enamellers and with the Research 
Laboratory of the Gas, Light and Coke Co., restricted from 
the outset their investigations of methods of testing 
vitreous enamel articles for general purposes. Special 
vitreous enamel finishes for chemical or other industrial 
purposes for which special properties are required have been 
excluded. . 

All methods at present in use, both in purchasing specifica- 
tions and in research laboratories, have been investigated, 
and after careful consideration it was decided to limit the 
recommendations to methods for the determination of the 
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following which are incorporated in Part 1 of this Standard. 

1 Acid resistance (qualitative and quantitative methods) 

2 Alkali resistance. 

3 Resistance to thermal shock. 

4 Heat resistance of vitreous enamelled cast iron. 

5 Abrasion. 

This standard does not include standards for vitreous 
enamel finishes, but prescribes standard tests for use in 
specifications for vitreous enamel articles. The tests cover 
the main properties of vitreous enamels and their suita bility 
for practical use. It does not follow, however, that all 
vitreous enamelled articles will be called upon to with- 
stand every working condition for which the tests have been 
devised. Discrimination must be exercised in specifying 
them in whole or in part, and it is suggested that in such 
specifications a selection should be made from the recom- 
mended tests and limiting figures agreed according to 
requirements. 

In the absence of generally agreed methods for determin- 
ing the performance of vitreous enamels industry, when a 
good quality enamel was required, has generally called for 
acid-resistant and alkali-resistant enamels, and these terms 
have become established to describe and define high grade 
enamels for general purposes. The difficulty of specifying 
what is meant by ‘‘ acid-resistant ”’ and ‘‘ alkali-resistant ”’ 
have in the past led to confusion, and in the view of the 
committee the time has now arrived for the definition of 
these properties. Standards of acid-resistant and alkali- 
resistant vitreous enamels based on the standard tests are 
incorporated as Part 2 of this standard.

Canadian Economic Highlights of 1946 
and 1947 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Trade 


Commissioner at Montreal.

HE first article on Canada in this series was published 

in the Board of Trade Journal on June 22, 1946. 

Its title was ‘‘The Impact of War and Peace on 
Canadian Economy.” In it, an attempt was made to 
delineate the foundations of the Canadian economy, and to 
estimate in what degree and in what directions the basis 
of that economy had been affected by two world wars, and 
is likely to be affected by the post-war period into which 
we have now emerged. It was explained how the wealth 
of this vast and under-populated country had been created 
by Canada’s 4bility to exchange her prodigious surplus of 
primary commodities for the goods in which she was 
deficient, and how, because of this prime factor, she has 
been peculiarly vulnerable to the ebb and flow of world 
economy, and in particular to the degree of prosperity 
or depression prevailing in the United Kingdom, her main 
market for the products which a bountiful nature has best 
fitted her to produce. The growth of the Dominion’s 
secondary industries was described, and how from modest 
inceptions, her industrial life had been quickened by the 
first world war and reached its full maturity in the second, 
under the urgent stimulus to contribute her uttermost to 
the defeat of the Axis powers. The relationship between 
agriculture and industry had thus been profoundly altered, 
until to-day manufacture contributes rather more than 
54 per cent. of the value of total net production, compared 
with only 33 per cent. in 1919. 


As to her foreign trade, mention was made of the famous 
triangle—Canada, United Kingdom and United States— 
and how her balance of payment position had always 
depended on the free convertibility of sterling and the sale 
on the New York market of the surplus of sterling, arising 
from her exports to the United Kingdom, thus settling 
the adverse balance of her trading accounts with the 
United States. Attention was drawn to the disruption 
of these three-cornered transactions by the war, and the 
measures Canada was obliged to take to finance the colossal 
exchange of goods arising from the emergency. 


All this led to the conclusion that Canada had more to 
gain from the restoration of multilateral trade, and more 
to lose from bilateralism in an unstable world than almost 
any other nation. 


It is proposed in this article to examine the progress the 
Dominion has made in an orderly return to a civilian 
economy, and to discuss the main factors influencing the 
resumption of active trading relations between the United 
Kingdom and Canada. 


Reconversion 


Apart from labour disturbances, the transition from war 
to peace in Canada has been effected more smoothly and 
with greater success than could have been foreseen. Her 
technical reconversion is now well-nigh complete. Since 
Germany’s capitulation, 700,000 men and women have been 
demobilized from the armed services and 900,000 workers 
engaged in war production have very largely been re- 
absorbed into civilian life. This process of reconversion 
has not been achieved without industrial and sociological 
ad justments similar to, but less in extent than, those in 
the United Kingdom. Notwithstanding prolonged stoppages 
in the steel, textile, shipping, rubber, electrical, glass and 
other industries, reconversion has been accomplished with 
a relatively minor reduction in total output and without 
far-reaching unemployment. 


The following tables, published in the annual report of 
the Bank of Canada, show that the reduction in war expendi- 
ture and in exports have largely been counter-balanced 
by increased private investment, and enhanced expenditure 


for consumer goods and services, which have, in turn, 
enabled production and income to be maintained at a 
high level :—

From the second of the two tables reproduced above it 
will be seen that national production is now more than 
double what it was pre-war, and only about 5} per cent. 
less than it was at the war-time peak of 1944. 


The number of people at work at the end of 1946 declined 
by about 7 per cent. from the inflated level of the war-time 
peak in 1945. This reduction, however, was accounted for 
chiefly by voluntary withdrawal of labour, since the total 
of unemployment in November 1946 (64,000) was only 
slightly more than the record low level of the war-time 
period. The average of unemployment in 1946 was no 
more than 3 per cent. of the labour force, while the average 
weekly earnings of the industrial worker, despite shorter 
hours, were $33.33 on November 1, 1946, compared with 
$31.95 in the previous year. Generally speaking, the 
re-distribution of manpower occasioned by reconversion 
has been accomplished relatively smoothly. 


Decontrol of Canadian Economy 


The anti-inflationary measures instituted by the Canadian 
Government have been designed and carried out with more 
wisdom, more determination and .with greater success 
than in most other countries. So has their policy of decontrol, 
which has not sought to avoid the realities of higher costs 
by unduly prolonging the restrictions. The year 1946 
and the first quarter of 1947 have been notable for a 


substantial measure of relaxation of controls over prices, 
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income, production and distribution, which has gone a 
long way towards the restoration of economic flexibility, 
as the stablization programme moved into its second and 
final stage. 

Up to the end of 1945, the removal of restrictions on 
production, and the introduction of more flexibility in the 
application of price control, had been the principal steps 
towards freedom. f 

From the beginning of 1946 to the spring of 1947 many 
subsidies were eliminated, others were sharply reduced, 
and the subsidy field narrowed to a few basic items such as 
cotton, steel, vegetable oils and coal. 

On imported goods, originating in a specified number of 
countries like the United Kingdom which had suffered 
heavy war losses and dislocation, a system of pricing 
based on laid-down cost plus a restricted mark-up was 
introduced, and extended in July 1946 to a wide range of 
goods from all countries. 

In the domestic field, too, many price adjustments were 
made in recognition of rising costs of labour and materials. 
Early in 1946 a cautious step was taken in removing the 
ceilings entirely from some 300 relatively unimportant 
items. The results of this policy justified further cancella- 
tions at a later stage. By July, when the Canadian currency 
returned to parity with the United States dollar, the price 
control list, though now selective rather than overall, was 
still extensive, embracing as it did almost all items of 
significance in the family budget. 

A very considerable number of goods and services were 
removed from price control in January 1947, and on 
April 2 a further major step was taken in abolishing controls 
on such important items as motor vehicles, household 
equipment, footwear, wool and woollen goods, fuel, plumbing 
supplies, canned and cooked meats, chemicals, confectionery 
and plastics. Restrictions still remain, however, on basic 
foodstuffs, most clothing, housing and agricultural machinery 
and implements. 

In announcing these alleviations in the House of Commons, 
the Minister of Finance observed that it was the Govern- 
ment’s policy to remove end-products and fabricated 
commodities from price control as and when their production 
reached the point where no major shortage existed. He 
expressed the view that any price adjustments which 
followed these measures of relaxation would bring Canadian 
prices to the levels that were now appropriate. 

In the spring of 1946, export control was removed from 
300 commodities, while on April 21, 1947, 136 further 
items were similarly freed. The export control list is now 
confined to certain foodstuffs, because of Canada’s commit- 
ments to the United Kingdom, U.N.R.R.A. and the 
International Emergency Food Council; cotton, woollen, 
rayon, and nylon textiles, because of domestic requirements ; 
building materials, because of the re-housing programme ; 
iron and steel, because of shortage ; and arms, ammunition 
and munitions for strategic reasons. 

The control of wages and salaries was repealed at the end 
of November 1946 and the restrictions on consumer credit 
were rescinded early in 1947.

The danger of an inflationary distortion of prices and 
costs in the reconversion period, resulting from a shortage 
of goods on the one hand, and a pent-up demand aggravated 
by a large volume of purchasing power on the other, has 
thus been avoided. Price increases since the end of the 
war have been moderate. The general wholesale price 
index for December 1946 despite the scaling down of 
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subsidies, was only 8 per cent. higher than on V-J day, 
while the cost of living index rose only about 5 per cent. 
The dramatic and far-reaching abolition of controls in the 
United States promoted a more vigorous upsurge of the 
price level than in Canada. By December, the general 
wholesale price index in the United States was already 
33 per cent. higher than on V-J day, notwithstanding the 
41 per cent. increase in the index which had taken place 
over the preceding six years. The cost-of-living index in 
the United States increased by 15 per cent. between June 
and December 1946. 

Canada is always sensitive to the price structure in the 
United States and, despite controls, it is doubtful whether 
the disequilibrium in the respective price levels apparent 
from the above tables could persist for long. The revaluation 
of the Canadian dollar to parity with the United States 
dollar in July 1946 mitigated but did not remove the 
pressure on Canadian prices. The best that can be hoped 
for now is that some of the more extreme price increases 
in the United States will soon undergo a considerable 
reduction, and that differences in the respective price levels 
will thereby be narrowed. 


External Trade and Exchange 


Canada derives between 25 per cent. and 30 per cent. of 
her national income from her merchandise export trade, 
compared with from 5 per cent. to 6 per cent. in the United 
States. For this reason she is much more intimately con- 
cerned with the purchasing power and the recovery prospects 
of other countries than is her powerful neighbour to the 
south. 

The buoyancy of her external trade in 1946 has been a 
potent factor in the maintenance of business activity. 
The post-war pattern of this trade, however, as exemplified 
in the following tables is highly significant :—

In 1946 Canada’s export trade stood at no less a figure 
than 250 per cent. by value of the 1938 level, and thus 
created a record for any peace-time year. This is a remark- 
able achievement, but it must not be overlooked that one- 
third of these exports were financed on credit for the 
purpose, not only of ensuring a market for Canada’s surplus 
products, but of assisting her traditional customers to 
establish themselves on a cash basis. Of a total authorized 
credit of 1,845 million dollars, about 1,000 million remained 
unexpended at the end of December. 

Canada’s vital concern over the re-creation of the multi- 
lateral trading system, on which her prosperity so largely 
depends, has been referred to earlier in this article, and is 
the reason not only for her credit programme, but also for 
her enthusiastic participation in the International Monetary 
Fund, the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development, and the International Trade Organization 
negotiations now taking place in Geneva. 

As the Governor of the Bank of Canada warned in his 
annual report for 1946, ‘‘ Canada cannot continue indefinitely 
to sell on credit in overseas markets while she is incurring a 
substantia: «ash deficit in her balance of payments with the 
United States.’”’ This is a prime factor and an unstable 
feature of her current economic position. In each year 
from 1926 to 1943, the Dominion has had a persistent 
deficit on current account with the United States. In the 
same period, and up to 1939, there was a marked shift 
from Continental Europe to the United Kingdom as the 
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main source of surplus foreign exchange to offset the 
chronic deficiency in United States dollars. There were, 
it is true, small surpluses on United States account in 1944 
and 1945, but these were caused by special war-time factors. 
The largest deficits normally occur in times of prosperity, 
and the smallest in times of depression. Unless some 
fundamental change occurs in Canada’s trading relations 
with the United States, such deficits are liable to continue 
and to expand in the future. The extent to which, in 
times of prosperity, there is a greater tendency for Canada 
to increase her imports from the United States is well 
exemplified in recent trade figures. Her imports from the 
United States in the whole of 1946 were $1,405 million, but 
in the last quarter of the year, $430 million, compared 
with $500 million in the whole year 1937 and less than 
$900 million in the whole year 1929. In 1946, Canada had 
a favourable trade balance with the world of $400 million, 
but an adverse balance with the United States of $500 
million, the greatest in all history. It cannot be claimed, 
however, that the past year has been normal, since the 
pent-up demand for capital and consumer goods must have 
been partly responsible for the keenness of Canada’s 
appetite for United States goods. 


So long as the triangular arrangement, which stood her 
in such good stead in the past, is not functioning, and her 
traditional customers are on a credit basis, the Dominion 
has no recourse but to meet her deficit with the United 
States from her own resources. She was in the fortunate 
position of having built up considerable United States 
dollar reserves by the end of the war ($1,508 million in 
December 1945), but the rapidity with which these are 
being used up appears to be causing considerable concern 
to the Canadian authorities, and speculation is rife in the 
press and elsewhere about what remedies may or may not 
be taken to meet the situation, e.g., an increase in gold 
production, a curtailment of imports from the United States, 
or devaluation of the Canadian dollar. Canada’s more 
distant future depends entirely on her utilization of surplus 
and freely convertible currencies derived from her export 
trade to meet her requirements in the United States. That 
is why the United Kingdom’s action in making current 
sterling spent in certain countries, including Canada, 
convertible into United States dollars was so greatly 
welcomed in the Dominion. 


Prospects for 1947 


Canadian business men are facing the current year with 
reasoned optimism, but with no complacent wnawareness 
of the difficulties to be faced. The year started under 
favourable auspices. In assessing the outlook, Canadian 
business could take note of a number of favourable aspects, 
viz., that export trade was vigorous and at a high level ; 
that representative business indices were well maintained ; 
that the restoration of normal trading conditions had been 
broadened and accelerated by the removal or relaxation 
of Government controls ; and that a more healthy atmos- 
phere was beginning to develop through the growing resis- 
tance of consumer ‘psychology to seller’s market abnormali- 
ties. Nevertheless, consumers’ expenditures are now 
greater than at any other time in Canada’s history, and 
there is no evidence, so far, of a slackening in that demand. 
Retail sales in February 1947 were 10 per cent. higher 
than February 1946, and for January and February 
together, 11 per cent. greater than in the same two months 
of 1946. The unadjusted indices of retail sales compared 
to the pre-war period were as follows :—

Costs of production are causing some perturbation in the 
minds of Canadian manufacturers. It is feared that with 
world economic dislocations pressing so heavily upon her, 
there is some chance that Canada, unless she can hold 
down her costs of production, may ‘‘ price herself out ”’ 
of essential foreign markets. The President of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce recently gave expression to these 
fears in issuing an appeal to Canadian industry and business 
to hold the line against general price increases, now that 
decontrol measures were in full swing. ‘‘ It is a testing 
period,” he said, ‘‘ during which the eyes of the nation 
are on business, and during which private enterprise has 
great opportunities to demonstrate its awareness of the 
responsibilities that go with freedom.” 


One of the best barometers of the degree of confidence 
felt by the business community in the future, is the volume 
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of investment being undertaken by it. The Department 
of Reconstruction and Supply has recently published a 
forecast of 1947 investment by Canadian business, based on a 
survey of 12,000 firms. The results of this survey show that 
aggregate new capital expenditures amounting to $1,034 
million have been planned by these business enterprises for 
1947. This imposing figure represents an increase of 70 
per cent. over the estimated value of investment actually 
achieved during 1946. The most marked expansion appears 
likely to take place in the mining industry, where the 
expected outlay, as the following table shows, is several 
times in excess of the previous year.

An investment programme of this magnitude not only 
epitomises the need for replacement, modernization and 
expansion in industry, but is also symptomatic of a healthy 
optimism about the future of the Canadian economy.

Our percentage share of the total import trade was 15-2 per 
cent. in 1939 (United States, 66-1 per cent.) ; 8-9 per cent. 
in 1945 (United States 75-8 per cent.); and 10-4 per cent. in 
1946 (United States, 72-9 per cent.). 


To anyone working in Canada for the promotion of 
United Kingdom exports, it is a heartening experience to 
find on all sides so warm a sympathy for the mother country’s 
present economic difficulties, and so deep an admiration of 
what she accomplished during the war and what she has 
since accomplished in her transition from a war-time to a 
peace-time economy. What is even more encouraging is to 
discover a widespread realization of the degree to which 
the economic recovery of the United Kingdom is intimately 
bound up with Canada’s own economic future. There are 
many examples. of tangible expressions of this community 
of self-interest, but the most outstanding is the credit of 
$1,250 million granted to the United Kingdom last year, 
and the concomitant cancellation of a $425 million debt 
incurred under the Commonwealth Air Training Plan. 


To anyone working in Canada for the promotion of United 
Kingdom exports, it is equally disheartening and frustrating 
to be aware of our inability to take full advantage of Canada’s 
readiness to support our economy by importing as much as 
possible from the United Kingdom. The fact is that the 
Canadian demand for our goods is at present beyond our 
capacity to supply. Therefore Canada is turning increas- 
ingly towards the United States for what she must have, 
thereby aggravating an already acute foreign exchange 
problem. Since the end of the war, our exports overall 
have increased in volume by a greater percentage than they 
have to Canada. With a view of ascertaining why this 
should be so, a survey was recently made amongst the

importing interests with the aim of discovering whether 
there were any factors hindering the prowth of our export 
trade which lay within our power to correct, or whether 
we were merely the victims of economic circumstance in 
the United Kingdom, over which our control was limited. 
A number of possible reasons for our comparatively poor 
showing were suggested, and are as follows :— 

(1) That the very success of Canada’s anti-inflationary 
measures had resulted in an unduly low price level (well 
below world levels) which for several years was enforced, 
took little account of increased costs of production, and 
was the chief drawback to trade with Canada. In other 
words, that United Kingdom exporters had to cover their 
increased costs by selling at higher prices in other, and 
perhaps soft currency, markets. 

(2) That Canada’s great accretion of industrial strength 
was substantially responsible for reducing the possible 
openings for United Kingdom manufactures. 

(3) A lack of interest in the Canadian market on the part 
of United Kingdom exporters. 

(4) A deterioration in the quality of our goods. 

(5) Reluctance to run the gamut of the price-ceiling 
machinery. 

(6) Uncompetitive prices. 

(7) Prolonged and uncertain deliveries. 

(8) Difficulty in quoting firm prices. 

(9) Defective merchandising. 

(10) Unfavourable credit terms. 


Survey Results 


The results of the survey showed that potential factors 
3, 4, 5, 9 and 10 could be eliminated as having little signifi- 
eance. On (1) a feeling undoubtedly exists in the minds of 
some importers (erroneous it is hoped) that United Kingdom 
exporters have been unable to resist the temptation of 
inordinately high prices elsewhere. On (2) it may well be 
that Canada’s increased industrial stature has had its 
influence in various directions, but nevertheless her imports 
in 1946 were higher in value than ever before in peace-time, 
and consumer expenditure is creating records. In time, the 
Dominion’s progress in industrialization will involve a 
gradual though inevitable change in the complexion of our 
export trade, but it does not necessarily mean that Canada 
will be a less valuable market to us than formerly. The 
question of price (6) is much more pertinent. Here the 
dramatic increase in the cost of our goods in comparison 
with current prices for domestic products, and also to a 
more limited extent with United States prices, is causing 
much concern to our friends, not so much because the level 
is unreasonable in relation to rocketing costs of raw materials 
and labour in the United Kingdom, but because the 
Canadian consuming public, by virtue of the success of 
price-control, is ill-prepared for the shock. Now that the 
controls are coming off, domestic prices will rise in Canada, 
and the margin should thereby be narrowed (unless our 
prices go still higher). However, there is already evidence 
of greater consumer selectivity in the choice of goods and 
increasing resistance to prices regarded as_ exorbitant. 
Moreover, there is a feeling abroad that the seller’s market 
psychology is on the wane, and that it may not be too long 
before we shall have to withstand the full impact of com- 
petition. If, therefore, we are not to lose ground in the 
Canadian market, let alone make progress, it is of the very 
greatest importance that our prices should soon come down 
to less inflated levels. Prolonged and uncertain deliveries 
and difficulties in quoting firm prices (7 and 8) are 
undoubtedly detrimental to the placing of orders in the 
United Kingdom. ‘The Canadians are well aware of the 
appalling set-backs which we have suffered in the past 
winter, and are sympathetic with us in our predicament. 
They are also convinced that we are doing our best in 
adverse circumstances. Nevertheless, there is a limit to 
this patient understanding, and it seems likely that many 
orders will be cancelled unless conditions improve. This 
is a sombre picture, but it is nevertheless apparent that 
only the frustrations mentioned above are preventing a 
vigorous upsurge in our export trade to Canada, the 
assumption being, of course, that our exporters really are 
using their best endeavours to divert their exports to this 
and other hard currency countries. 


It would be appropriate, in this context, to warn manu- 
facturers against insufficient care in the appointment of 
agents. There are, at the present juncture in Canada, many 
more agents seeking representation than there are United 
Kingdom manufacturers seeking new outlets. Some of 
these agency firms are experienced and well-established, 
but many more have sprung up since the war and are 
inexperienced and untried. Manufacturers are strongly 
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urged to consult the Export Promotion Department 
and/or H.M. Trade Commissioners in Canada _ before 
making such appointments. Disappointment and damage 
to goodwill can thereby be avoided.

LOSE, careful and first-hand study of market conditions 

from the Manitoba-Ontario boundary westwards to 

the Pacific Coast will amply repay United Kingdom 
manufacturers and exporters. It is 1,500 miles across 
those four Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia which, with the Yukon and the 
North-West Territories, comprise an area of over two and a 
half million square miles. The great bulk of its population of 
three and a half million people are occupied in agriculture, 
mining, forestry, and such industrial activity as there is, 
stretched in a comparatively narrow band two or three 
hundred miles wide, just north of the 49th parallel. 


Most of the three-quarters of a million souls in Manitoba, 
whose capital city of Winnipeg was once the main and 
indeed the only distribution centre across the Prairies, are 
engaged in diversified agricultural production, mining and 
fur trapping, but so far have not industrialized their 
Province to any appreciable extent, except in and around 
Winnipeg, where important meat packing, clothing and 
making-up industries have been established. Saskatchewan 
is the wheat province, raises hogsand cattle, and has am- 
bitions in industry. Alberta is blessed with oil, natural gas, 
mixed agriculture, cattle and coal mines, whilst British 
Columbia is made ricb by its timber, fishing, coal and base 
metals, fruit farming, flourishing shipping business, and by 
rapidly increasing industrial activity. 

The growth of population in Western Canada since the 
turn of the century has been phenomenal, from just over 
half a million to nearly seven times that figure. The three 
Prairie Provinces may be regarded as one natural economic 
unit, now served by, in addition to Winnipeg, such impor- 
tant distribution centres as Regina and Saskatoon in Sas- 
katchewan and by Edmonton and Calgary in Alberta. 


Climatic Conditions 


United Kingdom manufacturers interested in the Western 
Canadian market will appreciate the need for understanding 
the varying climatic conditions over that huge territory. 
Between the head of the Great Lakes and the Rockies 
there are great extremes of heat and cold, varying from 
100 degrees and over to 40 degrees below zero and even 
colder ; but it is dry heat and cold, whilst in the south- 
west corner of British Columbia, where within an 80 mile 
radius of Vancouver three-quarters of that Province’s 
population is located, the climate, although wet indeed, is 
similar to that of a particularly good year on the south 
coast of England. Market conditions, therefore, vary 
considerably between the Prairies and British Columbia. 


Racially, too, there are differences which should be taken 
into account by the far-sighted manufacturer wishing to 
open up or develop the Western Canadian market. The 
racial origin, for example, of Vancouver’s 400,000 is 80 per 
cent. British Isles, whereas the corresponding percentage 
of Greater Winnipeg’s 300,000 odd is about 60. British 
Columbia is predominantly British in taste and outlook, as 
well as in climate, but it is becoming increasingly more 
subject to United States influences, fashions and sentiment, 
and the Province’s normal expansion, commercial and 
psychological, can be expected to accelerate more to the 
South down the United States Pacific Coast than to climb 
over the Rockies into the rest of Canada. Throughout the 
Prairies there are large groups of various origins, principally 
Ukrainian, Scandinavian, Icelandic, Polish, French and 
German, gradually becoming more scattered and steadily, 
if rather slowly, becoming more assimilated into a Canadian 
consciousness. 


The comparatively rapid development of Western Canada 
(Vancouver, Canada’s third city, has been in existence 
for only 60 years) has naturally resulted in varying district 
fortunes, many of them connected with climatic and natural 
conditions, and all of them profoundly influenced by World 
Wars I and II and their attendant prosperities and depres- 
sions, actual or anticipated. The Prairies, for example, 
had a most parlous time during the inter-war period when, 


in common with the rest of the world, they shared in the 
general depression and also experienced a ghastly decade 
of drought. During that period the misery of 300,000 
Prairie farm families, particularly those in Saskatchewan, 
was acute in the extreme, and standards of living dropped 
to very low levels indeed. The position of the Prairie 
farmer is very different to-day and the average Prairie farm 
income is now $3,000 or more, whereas, in the worst days 
in the ’Thirties it was less than $1,000. The farmer is 
now assured minimum prices for his products and even when 
the present desperate world demand for the Prairies’ 
agricultural produce has been satisfied, or partially satis- 
fied, it is probable that he will never again be subjected to 
the terrible economic blizzards of the depression and 
drought years. 


Progress in British Columbia 


The progress which has been made and is still being made 
by British Columbia is indeed remarkable and it should be 
noted that there has been and still is a great influx of 
population from the Prairies into that Province. British 
Columbia is a part of the world which is blessed in a great 
variety of ways ; by, for example, its great natural mineral 
wealth, its enormous forest resources, fishing, agriculture, 
Vancouver’s undoubted great future as a leading world 
port, tourist possibilities, and perhaps more important still, 
its latent industrial potentialities. 


During World War II aircraft manufacture was started 
in British Columbia; the activity of the Vancouver and 
Victoria shipyards, and ancillary engineering development, 
grew rapidly ; the Alaska Highway and other Northland 
defence plans helped in the rapid industrialization of the 
Province, the pace of which, though slackened by the 
termination of hostilities, is still being satisfactorily 
maintained, so obvious being the natural, strategic and 
climatic advantages possessed by the Province, which 
recently became the first Western Canadian Province to 
have a population of a million people. 


United Kingdom Exports 


In the early days of the West’s development the United 
Kingdom was a large supplier of all kinds of merchandise, 
capital equipment, industrial supplies and consumer goods, 
most of it being distributed across the Prairie country 
through Winnipeg, the centre of the grain trade. British 
Columbia lagged behind in those early years, but the opening 
of the Panama Canal just prior to World War I helped 
considerably in her spectacular leap forward, as has been 
the case, too, of course, in American Western States, such 
as California, Washington and Oregon. Gradually inten- 
sifying industrial competition from more numerous and 
increasingly efficient manufacturers in Ontario and Quebec 
led to a decline of the share held by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers in the Western Canadian market. Eastern Cana- 
dian manufacturers were not slow to set up effective, 
economic and widespread sales and service facilities in all 
strategic and important centres throughout the West, and 
many United Kingdom manufacturers were compelled to 
retire from the vigorous onslaught of their Eastern Canadian 
competitors, many of whose products were, of course, 
protected by tariff walls. 


The picture has rapidly changed in Western Canada 
during the past two or three decades, and a more stabilized 
and prosperous economy, but more self-contained and 
independent, has evidently come to stay. 


How much money have they to spend in Western Canada, 
and what can United Kingdom manufacturers do to main- 
tain, or better still, to improve on their present position as 
suppliers of goods and services? Between the years 1938 
and 1943 figures show that British Columbia’s per capita 
purchasing power ranked with Ontario in the foremost 
position in the whole of Canada ; British Columbia’s 1938 
income of 240 million dollars more than doubled to an

estimated 500 million in 1943, whilst the total income of the 
three Prairie Provinces only rose by about 60 per cent 
during that same period (from 360 million to 580 million). 

First and foremost it is clear that, Canada being the 
immense size it is, there should be no question, for many 
classes of merchandise, of trying to cover millions of square 
miles of Western Canadian territory from an Eastern 
Canadian centre such as Montreal or Toronto, unless the 
Eastern agents have extremely live branches or sub-agents 
in the West, or, alternatively, themselves cover Western 
Canada by frequent and unhurried personal visits. Canada 
is so vast that local tasts s and ties are sometimes dissimilar ; 
above all, the growing importance and prosperity of the 
Canadian West justify separate study and separate repre- 
sentation. 

Another obvious fact is the enormously important part 
which transportation takes in the question of market survey 
and supply. From the United Kingdom the Western 
Canadian market is supplied (a) by means of Trans-Atlantic 
sailings and a long (and by no means cheap) inland lake 
and rail haul, the freight rates on which are complicated, not 
easy of comprehension, and may rise under pressure from the 
railway companies, whose application for increased rates is 
now being considered by the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners, and (b) by means of entry round by the Panama 
Canal to the ice-free and all the year round port of Vancouver 
and over the Rockies into the Prairie Provinces. 

Considerable attention is being paid at the moment by 
the three Prairie Provinces to the possibility of developing 
the Manitoba port of Churchill on the icebound Hudson Bay, 
and it may be that in the future radar and other scientific 
equipment may open Churchill for shipping for longer than 
the present annual 10 weeks’ period. The serious, though 
perhaps not insurmountable difficulties of combating ice 
and fog and greatly developing Churchill’s present limited 
port and railway facilities may, however, considerably 
delay the day when Saskatchewan wheat and Alberta timber 
and coal will be pouring outwards and United Kingdom 
merchandise will be pouring inwards via the Hudson Bay 
route on to the Prairie plains. 

Before the last war, surveys were made of comparative 
freight rates to Western.Canada via the Panama Canal and 
via Eastern Canadian ports and then by lake and rail, with 
peculiar and almost grotesque results. For example, it 
was found just ten times more expensive to ship United 
Kingdom footwear to Vancouver via Eastern Canadian 
port and across the Dominion than it was to ship direct 
to Vancouver through the Panama Canal. Much United 
Kingdom merchandise could be sent the latter way -to 
Prairie points as far east as Winnipeg as cheaply as via 
Montreal or Halifax and overland. The ‘‘ dividing ’’ line 
for most goods, however, at which charges via East and 
West respectively approximately balanced, was somewhere 
between Calgary in Alberta and Regina in Saskatchewan. 


Development Scheme 

The West will clearly continue to develop. So much 
has to be done; great irrigation schemes by bodies such 
as the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Administration which 
is going to spend millions and is about to extend its activities 
outside the Prairie Provinces ; immense rural electrification 
projects are going into operation, modelled in many cases 
on ideas from the Rural Electrification Administration in 
the United States; the various Power Commissions and 
public utilities in the different Provinces all have vast 
expansionist programmes ; lumber, mining and agriculture 
will continue to be modernized and kept up-to-date ; 
industrial development can be expected, particularly in 
British Columbia, and increased and improved port facilities 
will be made in Vancouver. . The development and peopling 
of the Peace River district is also clearly going to play an 
important part in Western Canadian economy in the future, 
and may be considerably accelerated by plans now being 
studied to extend the British Columbia Government-owned 
Pacific Great Eastern Railway into that rich and fertile 
area. All this will mean capital equipment and a great 
volume of industrial supplies and it is possible, indeed 
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often advisable, that United Kingdom exporters of such 
equipment and supplies should start to consider linking 
up with local interests with a view to assembly or partial 
manufacture when a nascent engineering or other suitable 
industry appears to be in a position to co-operate usefully 
on a mutual basis of common interest. 

Certain it is that United Kingdom manufacturers should 
not retire from the market altogether, particularly in these 
days, and start to look for outlets in perhaps soft currency 
countries. In consumer lines, goodwill and a ready market 
await our manufacturers who can supply what the market 
wants at competitive prices. Our traditional exports to the 
West have covered a multitudinous range of goods and 
there is no reason why, if the local demand as regards design, 
quality, style, price, etc., is closely studied and catered for, 
and intelligent merchandising and servicing methods pur- 
sued, United Kingdom exports of items such as clothing, 
footwear, piece-goods, china and glassware, spirits, some 
foodstuffs and confectionery lines, chemicals, medical 
preparations, binder twine, wire rope and many other 
classes of merchandise should not be considerably increased 
when our supply difficulties become a little less serious. 

In capital equipment, group approach might be made by 
similar but non-competing United Kingdom manufacturers 
to receptive and well-disposed public administrations and 
utilities. Concerted and concentrated effort is more likely 
to be productive of good and lasting results than spasmodic 
and individual attempts to enter or cultivate the market, 
and it might be that more attention should be paid to 
collective attacks on the market in goods such as tractors 
and farm machinery, mining and fire-fighting equipment, 
automobiles, diesels, power saws, electrical power equipment 
and domestic appliances, and the like. 

Many United Kingdom manufacturers in these days of 
limited output and urgent demand are regretfully declining 
new business and doing their best to satisfy old customers. 
These may perhaps be considered admirable and sporting 
gestures, but many much-needed Canadian dollars are to be 
earned in Western Canada both in capital and consumer 
goods. Before deciding to continue in perhaps more 
static and sterling countries, United Kingdom exporters 
are strongly advised to consider a more serious and inten- 
sive approach to the Western Canadian Provinces, towards 
which, as in the Western United States, business is now 
undoubtedly rapidly moving.

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French National Solidarity 
Tax 


ISCUSSIONS' between the French and British 

Governments on the subject of the liability of British 

nationals to the above tax instituted by decree on 
June 4, 1945, have now been completed. Persons holding 
property or other assets in France upon which this levy may 
be payable, should note the following arrangements. 


It should first be noted that according to information 
received from French official sources, liability to the 
tax is as follows :— 


British subjects are liable to this tax in respect of all 
property and assets in France. British subjects domiciled 
in France are taxable, in addition, in respect of non-French 
securities held by them, and in respect of credits outside 
France. Any British person temporarily resident in 
France who can claim under the rules of French civil law 
(Code Civil Francais), not to be domiciled in France, is 
not taxable on any non-French securities held by him or 
on monies due to him from sources outside France. 


All assets belonging to British nationals, which would 
not have been in France on June 4, 1945, except for reasons 
of war, will be exempted from the tax, if such assets were 
transferable under the Anglo-French Financial Agreement 
of March 27, 1945. In general, this means that revenue 
and current commercial payments, which are so transferable 
may be exempted, but capital payments which are not 
transferable are liable to the tax. In certain circumstances, 
the excess reserves of insurance companies, as well as 
premiums and claims, may be exempted. 


British subjects whether resident in France or elsewhere 
who have not at their disposal in France sufficient liquid 
funds to meet their liability to the tax may ask the French 
tax authorities if they may make payment by instalments 
over longer periods than those normally allowed. Except 
in special circumstances of extreme hardship, however, 
the normal 6 per cent. interest for which the law provides 
will be payable. 


British subjects or companies holding shares in French 
unquoted companies, may obtain an advance from the 
French company with which to pay this tax. The Bank 
of England is also prepared to authorize guarantees by 
the shareholder in such circumstances to enable the sub- 
sidiary French company to raise a loan frum a bank in 
France, if this should be necessary. 


Difficulties have arisen on the subject of the deduction 
of debts in assessing the amounts liable to taxation. A 
British national may deduct from the amount of his assets 
in France liable to tax, all debts, whatever the nationality 
of the creditor, provided that, under the terms of the 
contract under which they arose, or by terms of a judgment, 
payment can be enforced in France. 


Any British person in doubt as to his position in regard 
to the payment of this tax, may apply for assistance to 
the British Consuls in the following towns, or the Com- 
mercial Department of the British Embassy, 35 Rue du 
Faubourg St. Honore, Paris:—Lille, Lyons, Bordeaux, 
Marseilles. 


These arrangements apply equally to Algeria.

Trade with Japan 


HE Board of Trade draw attention to the following 

Orders signed on May 28, 1947, by virtue of which the 

United Kingdom Trading with the Enemy Restrictions 
on private trade with Japan have been relaxed :— 

Trading with the Enemy (Authorization) (Japan) 
Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 1031). 

Trading with the Enemy (Transfer of Negotiable Instru- 
ments, etc.) (Japan) Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 1032), 

Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (Amendment) 
(Japan) Order, 1947 (S.R. & O. 1947 No. 1033). 

The general effect of these Orders is to permit trade in 
goods and transactions incidental thereto, with the Japanese 
State and private traders carrying on business in Japan, and 
to remove Board of Trade and Custodian control from any 
money or property arising in consequence of this authoriza- 
tion. Japanese money and property in the United Kingdom 
at the date of the Orders an1 income arising therefrom 
continue under Board of Trade and Custodian control. 
The Transfer of Negotiable Instruments Order sanctions 
certain transfers or assignments of choses in action or 
negotiable instruments made by or on behalf of persons in 
Japan by reason of the trade authorized as described above. 
The issue of these Orders is in line with similar action taken 
in the United States after consultation with the United 
States Military Authorities in Japan. 

It is emphasized, however, that the above-mentioned 
relaxations of the United Kingdom Trading with the Enemy 
restrictions in respect of trade with Japan in no way affect 
the need for complying with all relevant rules and regula- 
tions in force in Japan. No financial or commercial trans- 
actions between persons in Japan proper and persons 
outside that country are at present permitted by the 
Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers in Japan and 
to-day’s announcement in no way affects the present 
procedure under which sales of United Kingdom goods to 
Japan and purchases of goods from Japan can be effected 
only through the agency of the Sundry Materials Branch 
of the Board of Trade (see Board of Trade Journal for 
December 21, 1946, page 1853). The purpose of the 
issue of these Orders at this time is to ensure that when 
normal trading relations with Japan become possible no 
legal impediment remains in the way of United Kingdom 
traders who wish to trade with Japan. A further notice 
about the conditions under which private trade will be 
conducted will appear when the restrictions in force in 
Japan are relaxed and when the necessary banking facilities 
have been established. 

It is pointed out that the policy of the Military Authorities 
in Japan of not allowing the admission of businessmen into 
Japan at present remains in force. It is the intention of the 
Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers in Japan to permit 
the travel to Japan of businessmen assoon aseconomic condi- 
tions permit and when food and housing conditions are 
adequate for their accommodation. Towards this end a 
list of businessmen willing to visit Japan at the first 
opportunity is being compiled by the Export Promotion 
Department (see Board of Trade Journal for May 3, 1947, 
page 728, and May 10, page 765). 

Until the prohibition imposed by the Supreme Com- 
mander of the Allied Powersin Japan on trade between private 
individuals in Japan and other countries has been lifted, 
business correspondence to and from Japan must continue 
to be of a non-transactional nature only.

IS MAJESTY’S MINISTER (Commercial) at Buenos 
Hix has forwarded copy of a Circular (No. 708) 
issued by the Central Bank of the Argentine Republic 
on April 24, 1947, which fixes the exchange rates for certain 
imports into Argentina.

Spain 


Import Licensing Procedure: The attention of United 
Kingdom exporters is drawn to the fact that owing to the 
increasing number of import licence renewal 
applications, the Spanish authorities are considering such 
applications with greater strictness. Exporters are there- 
advised to give their Spanish customers as much 
information as possible regarding the likelihood 
delayed delivery, so that their customers

can, if necessary, present a complete case for renewal of 
import licences. The goods should not be shipped until 
the licence has been renewed. (See also notice in the 


Board of Trade Journal of April 19, 1947, page 631.) 

Modifications, where goods ready for shipment differ by more 
than 2 to 3 per cent. in price or quantity from the amounts 
stated in the pro forma invoice, they should not be shipped 
until the import licence has been amended accordingly. 
This applies equally to under- -shipment and over-shipment. 
In these circumstances, also, it is advisable that the Spanish 
importer should be kept informed of anticipated changes 
in price or quantity and of the reasons therefor, so that all 
the relevant information may, if necessary, be submitted 
to the Spanish authorities. A certificate endorsed by the 
Spanish Commerical Attache in London or by the nearest 
Spanish Consul giving details of an increase in price or 
quantity may assist the importer to obtain an amended 
licence in cases of difficulty. 


Standards for Liquid Measuring Apparatus: H.M. 
Representative at Madrid reports that a Spanish Ministerial 
Order of February 4, 1947, establishes specific standards 
for liquid measuring apparatus. 

The provisions of the Order will not affect imported 
apparatus already approved, until a period of a year after 
the date of the Order. After the elapse of five years from 
the date of the Order, however, the use of apparatus which 
does not comply with the new standards will be prohibited. 

Exporters and firms desiring further information on 
matters arising out of the Order should communicate 
with the Export Promotion Department of the Board of 
Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, London, 8.W.1. 


Indian Import Control 


-M. SENIOR Trade Commissioner in India reported 

by telegram on May 16 that the Government of 

India has announced its revised import trade control 
policy to come into force as from the next shipping period 
beginning July 1947. Applications for licences for that period 
will be accepted as from May 25. The announcement 
states that the review of policy was undertaken to make the 
best possible use of India’s exchange resources and further 
to restrict imports of certain consumer and other non- 
essential goods which have arrived in the country in sub- 
stantial quantities. 

Open General Licence No. VII is withdrawn with effect 
from May 16, 1947 and replaced by a fresh Open General 
Licence No. IX applicable to imports from the United 
Kingdom and other Empire countries except Canada, 
Newfoundland and South Africa. Details of this new Open 
General Licence will be published in next week’s Board 
of Trade Journal. 

Imports of goods previously covered by Open General 
Licence No. VII, but not included under new Open General 
Licence No. TX, will be allowed without licence if shipped 
on or before June 30, 1947. The same position applies with 
regard to goods shipped under Universal Open General 
Licence No. VIII which was cancelled on March 14. For 
goods which eannot be shipped by that date but for which 
firm orders have been placed under Open General Licences, 
licences will be issued (provided applications are made 
to the Chief Controller of Imports on or before June 15) 
in the following cases :—(a) where irrevocable letters of 
credit have been opened licences will be granted for value of 
letters of credit and will be valid for shipment up to date of 
validity of credit ; (b) where business is not generally done 
on letter of credit system licences will be granted on docu- 
mentary evidence that firm orders were placed and accepted 
before March 14, 1947, in case of Open General Licence 
No. VII Land before May 16, 1947 in the case of Open General 
Licence No. VII. These licences will be valid for shipment 
up to September 30, 1947. 

Revalidation of Licences.—Applications for revalidation 
of licences which now expire on June 30, 1947, must be 
made by June 15. Revalidation will be allowed only in the 


following cases :—(1) where irrevocable letters of credit 
have been opened valid beyond June 30, 1947. Such 


licences will be revalidated up to date of validity of letters of 
credit and for amounts for which letters of credit have been 
opened ; (2) in the case of business transacted on other 
than letter of credit basis, licences will be revalidated for 
shipment on or before September 30, 1947, on production of 
documentary evidence that firm orders were placed and 
accepted before May 16, 1947. 





Southern Rhodesia 


Rebate of Customs Duties: The Southern Rhodcsia 
Gazette of April 11, 1947, contains a copy of Government 
Notice No. 317, which provides for a rebate or refund of 
the whole of the Customs duties on flavouring essences, 
concentrated fruit juices, dried fruit, essential oils, citric 
acid, spices, oak shavings, distiller’s salts, flavouring botani- 
cals, pastes and gums, capsules, labels, bottles, Cellophane, 
wrapping paper, corks, detergents for bottle washing, nails, 
steel band and wire and seals, to be used in the manufacture 
of alcoholic beverages, subject to the regulations prescribed 
under paragraph D of Government Notice No. 227 of 1939, 
as amended ; and further to amend the said Government 
Notice by the addition of the following to paragraph D :— 
Alcoholic Beverages Manufacturing Industry :— 

Flavouring essences, concentrated fruit juices, dried fruit, 
essential oils, citric acid, spices, oak shavings, distiller’s 
salts, flavouring botanicals, pastes and gums, capsules, 
labels, bottles, Cellophane, wrapping paper, corks, deter- 
gents for bottle washing, nails, steel band and wire and 
seals.

Bonded Warehouse Storage in the Port of Lisbon: Accord- 
ing to a notice published in the Portuguese Diario do 
Governo of April 8, 1947, the time limit for storage of goods 
in bonded warehouses in the Port of Lisbon has been reduced 
from 12 months to 6 months.
